Back of this Is a story that has set 


all Arizona agog—the talc of a woman 
masquerading ,ii cowboy attire, lasso- 
lug cattle, taking part In shooting 
scrapes, leading the wild, free adven- 
turous lite of the Arizona vnquero— 
the. story of a woman who. because 
her fnllier had been hanged as a horse 
thief, changed her name, hid her sex, 
and the beating of hoof and the whizz- 
ing of bullet, sought to drown the me- 
mory of the disgrace. As a fitting 
finale, whon her sex- was discovered, 
she married "Captain Lick," tho brav- 
est and boldest cowl>oy in all Arizona. 


It is a story kindled with strange 


and dramatic Incidents that could 
occur nowhere save in Arizona, where 
Bill! uuta fiction to blush and hoot and 
spur htive not altogether given'away 
to patent leathers. 


It was just about a year ago that 


a slender, clean-shaven youth askeJ 
for work at one of the big cattle 
ranches near Williams. Captain Dick, 
who was the leader of tho cowboys, 
engaged tho ''tenderfoot," and "Jack 
Hall," tho name the applicant lor work 
gavo, won his spurs In ti.e annual ro- 
. deo (or which tlie cowboys were then 


preparing. 


By day Jack sat his horse rounding 


lip the cattle and at nlglit slept on tlie 
ground. He was quiet and distant to 
wards the other cowboys, but for tne 
most part they liked him. 
Before the 


first month 1 ad passed he had an op 
portuaity to show his mettle. 


A number of cowboys were spend 


ing the ntglit In a typical Arizona 
town—one saloon per every fifteen In 
habitants. Jack Hall, iu search o 
Captain Diek. dropped Into one of th 
saloons. 
A cowboy, revolver in hnnt 


was acting as master of ceremonies 
while in the middle of the lloor th 
barkeeper, half dead 
from fatigue 


was doing a dance, to the annisemen 
of tlio rest of the cowboys. 


When the. barkeeper attempted I 


stop swirling his feet the cowbo 
shouted for more dancing, and the 
master of ceremonies encouraged the 
barkeeper by popping Ills pistol dan- 
gerously near Ills feet. 


Jack Hall watched the scene in si- 


lence until he saw that the barkeeper 
reached tho limit of his endurance. 
Then lie deftly wrenched the pistol 
from tlio cowboys hand and, turning 
it on him. said: 
"If yon want any 


more dancing, do It yourself." 


The cowboy snatched another one, 


but Jack Hall was too quick for him. 
There was a qulc-. sharp report and 
n cry of paiu. 
The cowboy was 


wounded in the right arm. 


Then Jack Hall did a strange thing. 


His were the fingers that bandaged 
his adversary's wounds. 
He attend- 


ed to him. even cutting his food for 
him, until the cowboy, was well. After 
that he was christened Nurse Jack 
and more often called simply "Nurse." 


Ho had an almost womanish way of 


caring for them If they fell 111. 


"He ain't a drinker and he can't 


play cords worth a hlil of frljolcs, hut 
he's all right dosing medicine and 
such tilings." explained the cowboys. 


Moreover he was all right when it 


came to handling a horso or a revolv- 
er, which after all counts more points 
in the cowboy's'estimation than bottle 
or cards. Deside he had as n firm all> 
Captain Dick, which. In Arizona, is 
the open scaamc to any cowboy's 
friendship. 


Captain Dick did win his position 


among tho Arizona cowboys without 
first proving his strength of his good 
right arm. Captain Dick has never 
been a believer In the law's delay. 
He has assisted at more hangings 
than any sheriff In the territory. Nor 
hve the victims of his sense of justice 
afterward been proven'Innocent. Cap- 
tain Dick makes sure of the offender's 
guilt before he ties the knot. 


It was In IS32. while he was still 


very young, that Captain Dick's popul- 
arity reached the high water mark. 
General Fremont, Hie new Governor 
of the Territory had introduced a 
bill In the legislature, which was 
then In session, asking that several 
thousand dollars be put aside to equip 
a company of militia to be sent to the 
southern part of the territory to sub 
due the cowboys. 


The older Inhabitants and members 


of the Legislature scouted the Idea. 
The request for the militia had come

The cowloya had done no real or-serl- 
ous damage, according to Arizona 
ethics, and accordingly they should 
have been allowc-d to KO lliclr way un- 
molested, 
llesldes, they had wasted 


all their ammunition ami they had not 
a fair cliancc. Such was the general 
verdict of tlio affair. 


The day after the killing Capt. Dick 


rode Into the town, galloped straight 
• to the Mayor's office and dismounted. 
He left It with a folded piece of paper 
luclvi-d in his belt. It tore the May- 
or's signature promising to raise a 
ccrinln amount of money for the fam- 
ilies of the dead cowboys. 


Two days later camo a letter from 


Capt. Hick to the town officials. 
It 


demanded an apology to the cowboys 
signed by tho mayor'anci all the digni- 
taries of the town, with the money, 
or there would be soino carefully- 
aimed 
shooting from tho cowboys, 


and It was promised that the towns- 
people would be at tho wrong end of 
tlie guns Mils time.

Capt. Rick came to town as soon as lie 
heard jf tlie affair.

"Duy ' at the jail and to his surprise 
was shown the woman's ward. "Jack" 
hud been forced to reveal her sex or 
be put in the men's quarters.

trial dipt. Dick became accustomed 
to "Boy" In l:er new guise.

MILLIONS OF DOUtARS 


n Gold and Bullion Sent through the 


Mails Every Year. 


Vast quantities of gold pass through 


he New Vork I'ostofflce. 
The post- 


nice authorities are naturally reticent 
about II, for publicity adds to the risk, 
mt the fact la that millions of dollars 
n gold cola and bullion are ehlpiicd 
through the malls by banks and In- 
dividuals every year. In two days this 
year $3,175.00i) In gold coin came 
through the New York Postofllco for 
local banks, Most of the gold to New 
York was from the west. 


Gold Is sent through the mall In 


strong canvas bags, such as usctl in 
the Treasury and bank vaults, secure- 
ly fastened aad sealed. The bags con- 
tain from $1.000 to J10.000 each in ?5. 
J10 and $20 pieces. The bags are reg- 
istered, and the amount of gold con- 
laincil In each package Is marked on 
the registry receipt. Unless the bags 
have been broken open in transit, or 
their contents appear to have been 
tampered with, they are checked off 
when they are received at the |»st- 
oflice without lieltiK counted. But once 
In a while a mall bag conies Into the 
postollice with loose coins rattling in 
It that have escaped from one ot the 
money bags. In that case the gold is 
counted lo make sure that none of It 
is missing

The eight-hour demand, while objected 
to In many Instances, has not been the 
chief question, aa most quarries have 
long worked on the nine-hour schedule.

It is a rich, satiny while, uearl 
ahvays left In its natural color, and i 
not so soft to the touch as the >'rencl 
The latter are dyed in niauy colors, th 
choicest blossoms, however, being .Ie 
as they grow. In Europe the inimo 
telle wreaths, and crosses are used onl 
at funerals, but in this country tl 
liowers, particularly the crimson one., 
are used on festive occasions. 


The lily bulbs imported from tl 


Cape produce a more beautiful blossom 
than any grown In this country^ind re- 
cently a lovely golden chalice blossom 
has been developed which is rare mid 
valuable. 
In mi ex]>crtment made in 


the Kew Gardens in London it was_ 
sound that they were a trille late in 
blossoming, but no such fault has been 
found with them by llorists in this 
country, who are always able lo have 
Iho plants bloom in season.
